Sir George Grey moved that the Chairman do 
leave . the chair, . It was evident that at least 
' one. member was not fit to be there. It was a 
disgrace to the Leeislature that large eums

The ■ Premier said one member certainly was 
rot in a fit state, but that Was no re.ason for 
saving that the House was not in a fit state to 
go nil. .He objected to any adjournment.

Speaker in pursuance of his authority he refused 
to apologise therefor, expresses its disapproba- 
tion, and censures Mr Pyke for the eaiiie.' 

In the course of the very aniru-ated discussion 
wbioh ensueil on the motion, ' the attention of 
the Spe'iker was called to the fact that Mr .Pyke 
had taken np his position in the reporters' 
gallery. 

The Speaker! Mr Sergednt-at-arms, you will 
proceed to the gallery of ihis House, and if yon 
find the ban. memuer for -Dunstan there you 
will direct him to leave by directions from the 
Speaker.., , 

- In due course that, functiouary 'made his 
appearance in the Press gallery, and proceeding 
to the extreme end of it, where Mr Pyke was 
seated busily employed tracing hieroglyphics on 
a sheet of foolscap paper, tapped Mr Pyke gently 
on the shoulder, when the latter, looking up 
with Bome'surprise and consiilerable indignation, 
demanded to know what he meant by assaulting 
him while he (Mr Pyke) was in the exeoutiou of 
his duty. The Sergeant h.aving delivered: the 
message given to him by the Speaker, Mr Pyke 
replie.i as follows; — “I'll not go; keep your 
bands off me, Sir, or I’li have you brought up 
before the C.u.urt for an assault. -Stand out of 
this. I am reporting for a newspaper, I am a 
reporter for the Association. Get out of this or- 
ITl. have you up for ass.aulting me." ; The 
Sergeant having withdrawn and reported to Mf 
Speaker -the state of affairs in the gallery, he- 
was directed by tho Speaker to proceed- to the 
gallery and,- if needs he.r-to have Mr Pyke re- 
move<l by, .force. , The Sergeant. paid, a second 
visit to the g:illery, on this,, oocasion with his 
dri'Sa coat buttoned to the throat, his wrist- 
bands turned up, atid two attendants at his 
heels. . The aspect of affairs was so very alarm- 
ing that the only other occupants of the gallery 
— two drowsy-looking newspapers reporters— 
deemed it prudent to cuke back seats,. On 1>eing 
again challenge 1 Mr Pyke, who w.as still busily 
employed triicing what appeared to be a serio- 
comic sketch of Mr Sps.iker in his robes, with 
an equally whimsical representation of Oibinet 
Ministeis m deehabiUe, protested that this Was 
an uDwarrauted interference with the liberties 
of the Press ; and that he was a newspaper re- 
porter on this occasion, repotting for the Otaga 
Dailij ’J'iauB, 

I he Sergeant I “Come away, Mr Pyke, and 
don't make a fool of yourself." 

Mr Pyke: “Take your hands off me, sir. 
How d.are you come here and interfere with mef 
I’M have you punished with the utmost rigor of 
the law fur assauitiug me in the execution of my 
duty.” 

At this juncture, the Sergeant applied some 
slight force, and Mr Pyke rose to his feet, ami, 
facing his antagonist, took a survey of him from 
head to foot. When his eye lightened on the 
bnttimed-up coat and waistbands, ha appeared 
to t:ike in the situntiou at a glance, and, with- 
out further resistance, followed the 'Sergeant 
and his attendants downstairs, On again making 
his appearance on the fioor of the House, the 
Herge.aiit reported that he had at.laat succeeded 
in ejecting Mr Pyke from the gallery, Au 
animated debate then ensued on the motion 
tabled by ihe Premier, which resulted in Mr 
Pyke being cilled in, when 

Mr Speaker again Cfdied on him to apologise 
for his coniluct in Committee, , 

Mr Pyke replied that he diit not know what 
he had to opologise for. It there was anyone to 
he blamed it Was not him, but the Chairman, 
who persistently cailed upon him to sit down 
when he was calling attention to the above- 
named fact. 

The Speaker : I find th.at you are still un- 
willing to apologise for your conduct. I have 
the power, if you remain refnotory, either to 
order you into the custody of the Sergeant-at- 
arms or else to impose a fine upon you to the 
extent of £50. 

Mr Pyke ; 1 decline to apologise for an offence 
of which 1 am perfectly innocent, 

The Speaker s Then you will retire. 

Mr Pyke then left the Chamber, 

The Pre.nier said be bod listened with the 
ntiU'JSt attention to what had been said by Mr 
Pyke, and be had not beard a single word that 
c 'ulil possibly he construed into an expression 
of reurefc or apology.

In the meantime the Brigade 
of volunteers are inclined to turn rusty over 
so many false alarms.

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NEWS BY CABLE. 

LoKDOir, AnguBt23. 

The Right Hon. W. E. Porster, Chie! 
Seoretaiy for Ireland, has returned to 
London. 

The land meetlnga held in Ireland on Sun- 
day last were of a peaceful character, the 
prominent Home Rulers being absent. 

It is announced that the Ambassadors of 
the Powers at Constantinople hare been 
instructed by their Governments to declare 
to the Porte that they must refuse to discuss 
further the line of demarcation of the Xurce- 
Qreelc frontier as fixed by the Berlin Con- 
ference. The Ambassadors will, however, 
express their willingness to negotiate with 
the Porte regarding the evacuation of the 
territory to be ceded to Greece. 

At the wool sales to-day 6,300 bales were 
offered, making a total of 518,500 bales cata- 
logued since the opening. The tone of the 
Bale shows a hardening tendency. The next 
wool auction opens on November 23. 

In the House of Commons the Right Hon. 
W. E. Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
stated that the Government would not 
hwitate to enrumon Parliament for the pur- 
pose of asking additional powers to deal with 
Irish affairs, but the necessity for tliis was 
not anticipated. 

^ August 24. 

At the wool sale to-day 8,200 bales were 
offered, making a total of 63,000 catalogued 
since the opening. Prices are firmly 
ffiaintained. 

August 25. 

Lord Gifford, V.C., has been appointed 
Colonial Secretary for Western Australia. 

A further debate took place in the House 
of Gammons to-day on the existing state of 
affairs in Ireland, Mr Parnell made a 
vehement speech, in the course of which he 
said that the constitution of a native Parlia- 
ment in Ireland was the only remedy to meet 
the grievances of the Irish people. The 
Right Hon. W. E. Forster, Chief Secretary 
fpr Ireland, said that the action of the House 
of' Lords in rejecting the Irish Tenants’ 
Compensation Bill was much to be regretted, 
and would possibly prove a great calamity. 
He added that if coercion should prove 
necessary in Ireland he would introduce a 
Bill to effect the same. 

Mr Gladstone is now quite recovered from 
his recent illness, and leaves Gravesend to- 
morrow on a cruise off the coast of Ireland 
and Scotland in Messrs Donald Currie and 
Company’s steamship, Grantley Castle. 

At the wool sales to-day 9,500 bales were 
offered, making a total of 72,000 bales cata- 
log^ied since the opening. The tone of the 
sale shewed a good demand. 

I . . .. New Oblesns, August 21. 

A great storm has taken place which 
partially destroyed the towns of Brownville 
and Matamoras. Several steamboats have 
also been wrecked. 

St. Pbtbbsbubg, August 21. 

Friendly relations between Russia and 
China are reported as being on the increase. 

CONSTSNTINOrtB, August 23. 

In consequence of the pressure brought to 
bear by the Powers, the Turkish Govern- 
ment have at last decided to take firm steps 
fur the settlement of the Albanian-Monten- 
egrin difficulty. 

Catottta, August 25. 

Further intelligence from Caudaliar states 
that the British loss in the sortie which was 
made from the Citadel a few days ago on 
Ayoub’s besieging force was heavy. Fourteen 
British officers and many rank and file were 
killed and wonnded. Ayoub is now shelling 
the city and riddling the ramparts. 

News has also been received that General 
Roberta with his relieving force from Cabul 
will arrive at Kelat-i-Ghilzai to-day on his 
road to Candahar. 

The Afghans under Ayoub Khan are press- 
ing forward to the British trenches. 

General Primrose has under command 
1243 effective Europeans and 3400 native 
troops ; also sufficient supplies and water to 
last 45 days. 

General Phayre’s messengers are unable 
to enter Candahar. 

Further intelligence has been received 
from Candahar, which states that the garrison 
had made a sortie on Ayoub Khan’s army, 
inflicting heavy loss on the hostile tribes of 
Heratees, who have gathered in force to the 
north of Khojah. 

Reports have come to hand that a portion 
cf .Ayoub Khan’s force is advancing to oppose 
General Roberts. 

London, August 26. 

A burglary has taken place on the premises 
of Mr Eldon, jeweller, and £20,000 worth of 
property —including jewellery, plate, and a 
great seal presented ' to George IV. — was 
stolen. 

The Queen has refused the use of the 
Savoy Chapel for the celebration of the 
marriage of Baroness Burdett-Coutts. 

The state of Ireland is alarming and dis- 
tressing. London papers contain lengthy 
and sensational accounts of disturbances 
taking place in various parts of the country. 
Rioting is general in the northern counties, 
and the tenantry are organising for offensive 
and defensive operations. They have com- 
bined for mutual protection and assistance 
against the landlords, The prospects of a 
good harvest have stimulated the people to 
increased activity in resisting evictions. In- 
flammatory speeches continue to be delivered 
throughout the country by excited orators 
exhorting the people to fight for their rights. 
Every eviction that occurs is accoiiipanied by 
acts of violence, and frequently by rioting. 
At Dungarvan, County Tyrone, a hot and 
•anguinary riot took place. The police fired 
into the riotous crowd, killing several persona 
and wounding others. Scenes of disorder 



and distraction are recorded from many dis- 
tricts in the northern counties. 

A great fire has occurred at St. Petersburg 
by which 200 buildings were destroyed and 
others damaged. 

A disastrous fire occurred in California, by 
which the town of Eureka, on Humboldt 
Bay, was almost destroyed. 

In consequence of repeated threats and 
overt acts of violence, the police authorities 
at Cork have established a system of espion- 
age with the object of detecting offenders. 
The system, however, has proved ineffectual, 
and in consequence of the obloquy heaped 
on the officials connected with it they are 
becoming discouraged, and hesitate to follow 
out their instructions. 

Since the late acts of coercion in Ireland 
large purchases of arms are being made in 
that country and trouble is expected after 
harvest, when the landlords will claim their 
back rents. The language used at public 
meetings U increasingly aggressive, and the 
speakers talk of the formation of a Union in; 
Ireland numbering 300,000 ; also advise 
tenants to refuse to pay rents, but to harrass 
their landlord.!. 



A NEW QUARTZ STAMPING 
MILL. 

— ♦ — 

The Mining Jonmal supplies the following 
partioulars regarding a new qiiarfz-crushing 
machine recently brought under public 
notice ! — 

With a view to facilitate the treatment of 
quartz at mines where from difficulty of 
access or carriage, or other causes, the ordi- 
nary heavy stamps worked by water or steam 
are not readily available, Mr John Fisher, 
of Minoing-lane, London, has invented a 
new form of mill. He claims to have taken 
advantage in an inverted sense of the principle 
successfully used by Nasmyth in his steam- 
pile driving machinery — that is to say, that 
whereas in the latter a very heavy ram or 
driver is used, falling at a slow velocity upon 
the head of the pile, which is thus rapidly 
driven into the ground without the usual 
disintegration of its upper end, which takes 
place where a relatively light ram falling 
rapidly is used, Mr Fisher uses a light stamp- 
head. impelled with as great velocity as 
possible upon the quartz to be pulverised, 
and thus utilises to its fullest extent the very 
principle of disintegration which is to be 
avoided in pile-driving machinery. 

The apparatus consists of, a comparatively 
light stamp-head, of proper form attached to 
the lower end of a piston-rod, the upper end 
of which is provided with a piston working 
in a cylinder, and made to reciprocate very 
rapidly up and down in the cylinder by 
means of steam or compressed air admitted 
through the supply pipe by any of the now 
well-known methods, as Mr Fisher does not 
propose to confine himself to any particular 
method, but can adopt, according to oiroura- 
stances, one or other of the methods by 
which — either with or without a special dis- 
tributing valve — the pistons of rock-drills 
and machinery of the like kind are made to 
reciprocate in their cylinders, and, of course, 
he obtains a similar result in the number of 
blows, from 400 to 1000 or more per minute, 
which the stamp-head strikes. The object 
of the inventor is to obtain in this way from 
a small light machine a result equal to that 
produced by several of the ordinary massive 
and heavy slow- working stamp-heads. 

Many advantages are claimed for the 
machine. It can be erected in a few hours 
with little or no foundations or buildings, 
and can be transported to any locality, how- 
ever hilly or inaccessible, with little diffi- 
culty, and the absence of steam engines, with 
their expensive and troublesome concom- 
itants of brasses, pulleys, shafts, and belts, 
is itself a strong recommendation, especially 
in countries where the temptation to make 
away with the valuable parts of such 
appliances is great. Instances have been 
known where the whole of the brasses of 
a large engine erected at great cost in an 
almost inaccessible country have been stolen, 
and when replaced at a great loss of time and 
money, have again been carried off within a 
few days. No such risk .attends the use of 
the present machine, which has no expensive 
or valuable fittings, but is fixed at once and 
finally in a few hours, and the wear and tear* 
of which is very trifling and easily rectified, 
being almost entirely m the stamp-heads and 
the revolving pan. The latter is so shaped 
that it can be cast with the greatest ease, and 
as it requires no fitting or boring it can be 
removed or replaced when necessary with as 
little, or le.s8, trouble as the blocks of 
ordinary stamps. Finally, it can be driven 
either direot by steam from a portable boiler, 
or by compressed air conveyed any reason- 
able distance from compressors driven by 
water-wheels, turbines, or wind power. 
Further results of this machine, which is 
considered to supply a want much felt by 
miners, will be looked for with interest, and 
there is no reason to doubt the realisation of 
the anticipations formed by the inventor.

Tte TBcent Tragedy at Wellington. 

Our telegrams last week gave some details 
of the attempted double salcide of a man 
named Henderson and a ynnng woman named 
Blythe, a Canterbury school-teacher. The 
man died from the effects of the poison, but 
happily his victim survived. According 
to the Wellington Chronieh, Henderson, on 
being released from custody on a charge 
of wife (desertion, suggested to Miss 
Blythe the advisability of committing 
suicide. He said that it would he impossible 
for her again to return to Christchurch with- 
nnt being subject to slander and disgrace. 
For himself he preferred to sacrifice his life 
rather than bear the ignominy of a felon’s 
doom. He had embezzled money, which 
would surely result in his imprisonment 
were he to stand his trial. His life, Hender- 
son added, had been ruined through the con- 
duct of his first wife, who had proved un- 
faithful to him and had run away. This 
occurred many years ago, and since then he 
had neither seen nor heard of her. He 
married a second time, bnt he had not 
experienced symptoms of love far bis second 
wife, and this led to unhappiness. He wished 
to commence the world anew, and for that' 
purpose was seeking a new field in San 
Francisco, whither he was bound when 
arrested. In his presence Miss Blyth seems 
to have had no control over herself, and was 
totally unable to resist his wicked proposal. 
He had premeditated the act, for before 
leaving Christchurch he had armed himself 
with a six-barrelled revolver, with which it 
has transpired he intended to shoot Miss 
Blyth, and then blow his own brains out. 
Luckily this scheme was frustrated through 
the acuteness of Detective Browne. Miss 
Blyth never lost her consciousness, and 
states that they had taken the poison only 
five minutes when the detectives arrived. A 
feeling of diziness seized her, but she 
recollected seeing Mr Browne enter the 
chamber, and narrated all that subsequently 
transpired. She inquired whether Hender- 
son was dead, and upon Mr Browne replying 
that he had been taken to the hospital in a 
dangerous state, and was not expected to 
recover, she said she did not care to see him 
again, as she recognised her folly in being 
persuaded by him to have acted in the manner 
she did. When Detective Brown arrested 
Henderson, that officer was very much struck 
with the likeness he bore to a noted character 
he had seen 20 years ago in Bendigo, and 
after a few questions had been answered on 
both sides, sure enough he proved to he the 
same man, who had been dismissed from the 
Victorian force for certain irregularities. 
From Victoria Henderson went to Sydney, 
and was for some time employed in the New 
South -Wales police force. One night a row 
occurred in a brothel, and Henderson, with 
several other constables, rushed the house. 
On getting inside the lights were suddenly 
extinguished, and in a struggle which ensued 
one of the constables got struck a severe 
blow over the head with a brass candlestick. 
At an inquiry which was afterwards held it 
was proved that Henderson struck his fellow- 
constable, and was here again dismissed the 
force. From thence he came to New Zea- 
land, and his career in this Colony has 
certainly been an extraordinary one. A 
clerk in the Railway Department, he em- 
bezzled the funds ; a trustee in bankruptcy, 
he appropriated money and absconded with 
a gold watch ; a member of the Bast Christ- 
church School Committee, he led an innocent 
teacher astray ; a married man, he married 
a second time while his wife lived ; and be- 
cause’he was “cornered” in endeavoring to 
ruin his third victim he made an attempt to 
take her life by poison, and then brought his 
own miserable and base career to a close by 
poisoning himself. Tsiking all into con- 
sideration, perhaps it is well that Mathew 
Henderson died as he did.
